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The Peach County Trojans found themselves confronted with many tough 
competitors. The start of the season began with the Trojans dominating 
the region as they took it by storm. The end of the season set up one of 
the most anticipated match ups in South Ga., the Peach County Trojans 
vs. the Baldwin Braves; with standing room only PC dominated the game 
with a final score of 35-15. This win would bring the Trojans to back to back 
Region titles in both 2009 and 2010. The Trojans made an excellent run 
deep into the playoffs with a first round match up with Stockbridge, leading 
the Trojans to a 49-0 victory. The following game was the same script with 
different characters, as PC pulled off a 33-0 victory vs. Thompson. Do not 
turn the page here....Peach County would prove resilient as they went on 
the road to play the Grady Grey Knights for a Class AAA Quarter-final 
match up. A stunning come from behind win (42-35) would pit the Trojans 
against a tough competitor in the Sandy Creek Patriots. New to Class AAA, 
the defending AAAA Champions proved a little too much for the defending 
AAA Champion Trojans as the game slipped away late in the fourth quarter. 
Overall the Trojans had a successful year with a history making 28 game 
win streak under their belt. Coach Campbell congratulated the Trojans, as 
he reflected on the 2010 season:
